Over 1.COO.000 Itv* of sahron wer* 
caught in the coastal waters and 
rivers of Quebec last year, or 615,- 
000 Ihs. more than In 1029. 

Potato shipments from Halifax 
are now over for the season aud 
have been declared to be the big¬ 
gest in the history of the port. 

Illustrating the growth of tour¬ 
ist travel into Canada, 93,509 for¬ 
eign cars entered Canada in 1920, 
while in 1930 the total was 5,409,- 
458. 

At the end of February of this 
year, official registration of radio 
sets in Canada totalled 505,758, an 
increase of 81,612 over the similar 
period of last year. 

Cadmium, a by-product obtained 
in the production of zinc, was pro¬ 
duced for the first time in Canada 
early in 1928 at Trail. BC. Used 
for plating purposes demand for it 
has increased very rapidly. 

The Province of New Brunswick's 
largest bond issue was sold at the 
roost favorable price in 25 years 
when a bid or 99.438 was accepted 
for $5,215,000 4*4 per cent. 30-year 
bond issue, making the interest cost 
to the province 4.52 per cent. 

New bridges to span the St. Law¬ 
rence and other rivers are to be 
built by the Quebec Government 
this year at a cost of $1,000,000. 
They will be built at points that 
will link up the highways in the 
province into a whole. 

First large cattle consignment to 
move east since November, 15 cars 
or 322 head of cattle for export to 
Great Britain, left Winnipeg by spe¬ 
cial Canadian Pacific train which 
totalled 37 cars of stock, including 
22 cars for eastern Canada points.

Unlike golf, hunting, fishing mid 
other recreations tbe equipment re 
quired in gardening is inexpensive. 
A great deal can be done with n 
hoe and rake, though easier mid 
better results aie rrcured whole 
one provides liimself with a lit tie 
rtiore generous support. Of course 
ip the larger place i»» the country 
n» great deal of the preliminary 
and incidenatlly the most fatigu¬ 
ing work can he done by the horse 
or one of the small garden tractors 
now coming into prondncc. The 
seed bed can be plowed and cultiv¬ 
ated and generally put in a fine 
state of tilth which is so import¬ 
ant. A goovl seed bed, by the way, 
is half the buttle ns assures even 
and quick germination, destroy 
most of the weeds and conserves 
moisture. If no horse or tractor is 
available a spado will have to he 
used, ane this tool, like most of the 
others used, will greatly hem lit 
from a trip to the grindstone. If 
one hoe only is to he used, a fairly 
narrow one is advised, ns this will 
facilitate the work of weeding, 
thinning and close cultivating. A 
rake is also esse lit ini for covering 
the seed. It is a good plan to nick 


thorough cultivation 
will do much to loosen this type of 
soil, prevent linking and ninku it 
lighter mid more easily penetrat¬ 
ed by air and moisture. The snmo 
treatment will hold good for light 
sandy soil the green manure or 
vegetable refuse incieasing the 
humus content in tho r oil and 
keeping it cooler and more moist 
in tho hot weather. Fertilizer 
either commercial or manure, is 
usually advisable to stimulate 
growth. For quick green growth 
a commercial fertilizer high in nit 
rogen is advocated, whale bone 
meal, pulverized sheep manure, 
and a good mixed chemical fertil 
i/.er is advisable for pushing steady 
growth of both green material, 
roots and flowers. The fertilizer 
should never be applied so that it 
is liable to come in direct contact 
with seed, roots or stems but rath 
er before sowing or alongside the 
rows.
